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“* reason why the West aprunss to come off second best in this 


comparison varies from country tc ceuntry as we look at the Free World. 
Take certain countries of Western Furcpe, for example. 

It is hard for us to appreciate the extent to which two world wars, 
1914 and 1939, sappod the strength of Europe by deeimating ite youth. 
If at times we feel that there is a ack of vigorous eadevehip dn some 
European countries, we must realize that the very best of European youth 
perished in World War I, which for countrics like France, England, and 
Italy was more costly in ‘terms of casualties, than even World War II. It 
is the men lost in Flanders Field and at Verdun who would be the political 
leaders of Western Europe today’ if they had survived. Their loss in turn 
has affected the younger generation of today. | 

Then too in some of these European countries, and here Germany can 
be added with particular force, and idea of another war is unbeareble for 
both the older and the younger generation. Many want to have nothing to 
do with anything warlike, cven preparation for defense. 

In other countries more remot: from the immediate danger, although 
they too are threatened by it, it is hard, particularly for the younger | 
generation, to appreciate the great peril of the moment. This is true to_ 
some extent in the United Stats, despite the war in Korea, 


Russia, and China too, suffered grievously in recent wars and yet” ° 


_ the young men there scem all tco ready to sacrifice themselves for the 
State ond, even for new military adventures. How has this come about? 
The Soviet leaders have somehow mBUB BSS to capitalize on the dis-. 
{11usionment of youth in the’ period between the World Wars and particu-

canse, particularly a cause that involves mass youth movements. Such 
movements scem to have far more appeal in the Slav countries and the

The systems that prevail in the European satellites ‘do not differ 


substantially from those in the Soviet Union iteelf. The Communist 


program seems to achieve a high degree of success among the children ine :

In 


countries such as Poland and Czechoslovakia the older age group still 


remembera the days of frecdom, ond indoctrination of the children there x 


is not easy.

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The moral of this, as I see it, is that we Americans ere apt to 


underrate the importance in youth training of organizational principles. 
For this reason we tend to attribute Soviet successes too much to ideolo- 
gical training and too little to the fact that they have studied carefully 
and applied conaistently the basic principles of pues ee een and 
discipline. 

- It is great Organizations like the Y.M.7.A. which can help to instill 
the proper princi,les of discipline and at the same time protect the freedon 
of the abeleyiauels 

Firveliy it is iepeeeane that we should appreciate that the youth of 
the non-Communist. world are looking more and more to American youth for 
inspiration and guidance. The Y.M.C.A., with its ties with youth groups 
throughout the world, has a unique opportunity to join with the youth 
of the Free World and - Jend moral and other support. This is particu- 
larly true in the Middle East and Asia, which have only recently gained 
their independence, and where the youth are looxing for some guiding 

_ inspirat ion. | | 

If we do not cia this opportunity, many of the world's youth may, 
by dcfault, slip under the influence of those Sinister Coummist front 
groups, whose mission, under the guise of peace, is necparasicn for further 


conquest. 
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
